SHOWCASE 


gets face lift 


upland home 


The spacious two-story home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Sterling Prusia has been selected as 
the site for the Sixth Annual Showcase 
House in Upland, a benefit project for the 
Children’s Home Society of California. 

Four area auxiliaries of CHS — Casa 
Alegre in Upland, Claremont Auxiliary, 
Cradle Guild of La Verne and Covina and Les 
Gardiens of Diamond Bar-Walnut.— have 
joined forces to arrange for and sponsor this 
year’s tour. 

The time of the tour has been greatly 
expanded over past years, with the home to 
be open six days a week through May 20. 
Hours will be 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. weekdays and 
10 a.m. to 6 p.m. weekends. The home will 
not be open on Mondays. 

The $5 donation will benefit children 
through adoption, education, respite care, 
foster care, group home care, and 
pregnancy/child-parent counseling. Group 
rates are available. 

Originally built in 1913, the two-story, 
3,800-square-foot home is surrounded by 
citrus and avocado trees and gardens. 

Design firms donated services and 
materials to offer ideas for remodeling, 
landscaping and redecorating. 

Now located at 1890 Palomino in Upland, 
the home originally was built by the Pioneer 
Roofing Co. of Los Angeles and was nestled 
in seven acres of lemon groves. In those 
days, the entrance to the home was off of 
Mountain Avenue, attainable by a circular 
drive with the house facing south. Today, 
the entrance is to the north and access is on 
the west side of the property on Palomino. 

The historic home was built as a country 
retreat for the Eichenberg family, who for 








some unknown reason only spent one week 
in the house and never returned. They left 
everything there, including linens and 
dishes, and for 27 years, the home was 
occupied only by a caretaker. 

Then, in 1940 Beecher Hungerford, who 
was involved in real estate and insurance, 
purchased the house as an investment. For 
many years, the residence was rented to the 
Grimesey family. For a period after World 
War tI the house was empty, in fact no one 
lived there until 1953. So for 40 years the 
house had little wear because no one lived 
there. Unfortunately, it was heavily 
vandalized during the last period it sat idle. 

In 1953, the Roland Brownsberger famly, 


the John Prices and the Charles Martinis 


purchased the house and surrounding 
groves, with the Martini family living in the 
dwelling. 

Originally, the house had a fuel oil 
heating system, which was deemed unsafe 
in 1953; so the Martinis heated the home 
with the fireplace and a wood stove. Then 
the Martinis’ niece, Sally Prusia, and her 
husband Sterling “Skip” Prusia bought the 
home in 1973. They made several changes 
and along with the help of Showcase are 
doing further renovations. 

Wrought-iron fencing surrounds the 
property, which is located just % of a block 
west of Mountain Avenue off of 19th Street. 
Entering across a walkway lined with 
stones, the visitor continues through a new 
breezeway that has been added to the 
enclosed reception room, which has a brick 
floor and wood ceiling, and continues into 
the French provincial-country-style living 
room.

Interesting highlights of the Prusia home 
include pine woodwork, oak floors, strained 
glass overlay, antiques of all kinds including 
a Teddy Bear collection and a large doll 
dressed in an antique christening dress in 
an antique buggy. 

The garage has been transformed into a 
studio room of three levels that faces a 
stone patio and tile fountain. There also is a 
stone firepit with curved stone bench and 
steps leading to a wood deck with a hot tub. 
Mrs. Prusia designed the decking area, 
which she and her husband built. 

A new greenhouse room, built by Bob 
Chapman, now acts as a solar buffer for the 
west end of the house, which used to be too 
cold in the winter and too warm in the 
summer. The outside entrance to this room 
has an old school bell and door knocker. The 
old servants’ entrance door now leads from 
this room into the kitchen area, which also 


is accessible by an outside door, which has 


the original triangle and bent hammer which 
was used to call ranch hands in for meals. 

The kitchen area itself has new wood and 
tile floors and is enlarged to include part of 
what used to be a back hall and service 
porch areas. A wall to the servants’ bedroom 
was removed and that room now serves as a 
sitting room that opens into the kitchen, 
which features stained glass doors on the 
cupboards. “Skip” Prussia made the doors. 

There are many other interesting 
features to the 1984 Showcase House, some 
original items and some innovative ones 
created by the home owners and the 
designers. :

George Parisi of Hacienda Heights is 
acting as consultant for the renovations 
being done outside the home by the 
following landscapers: entry, brick patio 
with overhead is being designed by 
architecture students from Cal Poly 
Pomona, while the overhead structure was 
built by Skyline Construction of Etiwanda 
and the brick patio by Art Braeger 
Landscape; patio, Orton Associates of 
Upland; firepit and bench, Brosch Masonry; 
greenhouse room, Tryon, Tryon Architect of 
South Pasadena; ticket booth, C & E Lumber 
of Pomona; plants, greeenhouse room by 
George’s Upland Flower Shop, and deck, Mt. 
Fuji Nursery, Upland; and entry gates, Valley 
Ornamental Iron of Upland. 

Children’s Home Society was founded in 
1891. Operating on the premise that “every 
child needs a loving home,” volunteers 
sponsor fund-raising events to finance a 
variety of needs.

Susie Davidson offers the six-week 
course in which interested would-be 
bakers can create artistic wonders 
with icing and cake. 

“People with any talent at all can be 
semi-professionals after taking a 
class," Davidson said. At the first 
class meeting Davidson lectures. 
During the following five weeks 
students bring cakes to decorate. 

“It's not just young girls and new 
mothers takking the class. We have 
grandmothers and men,” she said. 
One male student is taking the class

| wouldn’t let my kids eat it (the muiti- 
dimensional decoration) but it's a 
good effect in decorating,” she said. 

She said she teaches several 
different flower making techniques 
because ‘‘anybody can make roses.”

“Once you work with the 
different tips you learn what they do,” 
she said.

Many pans have 
optional uses rather than being 
limited to only one character.

Is your boss installing a LAN at 
the office, and you don’t know what 
it is? Are you taking a data 
processing class where you have to 
turn in a paper on peripherals? 
Have you been thinking of adding a 
disk emulator to your home 
“ computer but can’t find enough 
information to decide if you need 
one? 

Well, the Upland Public Library 
has the answer to all these 
questions, as well as many others, 
in the new reference publication, 
“Management of Small Computer 
Systems,” by Datapro. 

Gathered into two large three- 
ring notebooks is information on 
every aspect of micro-and mini- 
computers. Articles from a variety 
of sources cover very specific 
topics such as the difference 
operating systems — CP/M, MS- 
DOS, UNIX, the programming 
languages used in microcomputers 
and their comparitive strengths and 
weaknesses, software, and 
database management programs. 
There are frequently updated 
newsletters with information on the 
IBM PC. 

Because ‘Management of Small 
Computer Systems” is geared to 
the manager who has to make 
decisions concerning new 
hardware and software, there is 
also a lot of background 
information one needs for a good 
understanding. For example, | 
found an excellent article on the 
various ways in which files are 
organized and records accessed on 
disks. A manager in a data 
processing environment doesn’t 
need to know all the technical 
details of these subjects a 
programmer would know, but he 
does need a grasp of the principles 





involved so he can let programmers 
and vendors know his needs, and 
so he can talk to others 
intelligently about his system. 
“Management of Small Computer 
Systems” allows one to get at this 
information in articles which are 
concise and non-technical. 

A very strong area of coverage in 
this publication is small computer- 
hardware. The survey of users of 
the various brands of computers 
would be of interest to anyone 
interested in purchasing new 
equipment. This survey lists results 
of an extensive questionnaire sent 
to readers of computer magazines 
who own micros. The survey 
contained questions on overall 
satisfaction, vendor support, speed 
of disk access, quality of 
documentation and satisfaction 
with software, among others. The . 
results are reported by computer 
brand name, and they are reported 
in enough detail that you can draw 
your own conclusions about sizes 
of samples and responses. Since 
most equipment reviews in the 
computer magazines rely on the 
opinion of a single reviewer, | 
believe this survey has special 
value. 

A shortcoming of “Management 
..” is the fact that it covers only 
the more sophisticated micros. The 
Timex’s and TI’s and Vics it 
considers suitable for home use 
only are nat covered. (You may, 
however, find very good consumer 
information on these smaller 
computers in various issues of 
“Consumer Reports” magazine.) 

Also, some of the information 
was alittle dated. Although we 
receive frequent update pages 
which have to be added to the 
notebooks and much dated 
information is removed each 
month, still the nature of a

Two coins that have 
been minted virtually 
without interruption for 
more than a century have 
passed from'the Swedish 
numismatic scene. 


The Scandanavian 
nation has decided the 5 
ore and 25 ore no longer 
fit the country’s needs. 
The two denominations 
are at odds with the 
Swedish decimal system 
— misfits from a 
numismatic system that 
no longer exists. 


Now Sweden’s smallest 
denomination is the 10 
ore, equai to about 1.25 
U.S. cents. at current 
exchange rates. 


Cost of producing the 
bronze 5-ore coin, even 
though its size was 
radically reduced in 1972, 
was well above its face 
value. And without the 5 
ore, change could not be 
made for the 25-ore, so it 
was necessary to delete 
that coin as well. 


The end of the 5-ore 
graphically illustrates the 
ravages of inflation in 
Sweden. 


The ore denomination 
dates from the first king 
of modern Swedish 
history, Gustav Vasa 
(1521-1560). 


At that time the ore was 
a substantial silver piece 
representing one-eighth 
of a mark.

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The bronze 5 ore first 
appeared in 1857, but a 
silver 25 ore made its 
debut in 1855, during a 
period of transition for 
Swedish coinage. 


The country was going 
from a daler-skilling- 
ducat-mark system 
divisible into minor coins 
of sixths and sixteenths, 
into a decimal system.

Fedorov, born in 1510, 
was the founder of book 
printing in Russia and 
the Ukraine. He died in 
1583. 


Along with Pyotr 
Mstislavets he prepared 
the first Russian printed 
book, ‘‘Apostol.” 


In 1574 he printed the 
first Russian “ABC 
Book.” When in his 70s, 
in 1580-81, he printed the 
first complete Bible in 
Slavonic. 


Fedorov was also a 
master gunsmith and 
inventor. He designed 
the multi-barreled mortar.

The children, ranging in age from 3 to 6, 
displayed their athletic prowess to a crowd 
of more than 100 spectators. 

“Parents were really supportive (of their 
children) and did a lot of coaching and 
helped them with the events,” said Kevin 
Evans, recreation supervisor in Rancho 
Cucamonga. 

He said parents would ask the decathlon 
staff what the next event was so they could 
tutor their Olympic hopeful in whatever skill 
was needed or work on competition 
strategy. 

“it was hilarious (seeing) parents trying 
to show their kids the crab or spider walk,” 
Evans said. 

The decathion consisted of a plastic 


(soft drink) liter bottle toss; a frog jump, 
where participants tried to imitate their 
amphibious friends; a 25-yard dash; a Nerf 
ball toss; a long jump; somersault race; the 
“ever popular’ sack race; a crawling race, a 
crab walk and a spider walk.

A dog’s normal rectal 
temperature is 100.5 F to 
102.5 F (38 C to 39 C).

Spotlight falls on Loney’s charges 






Scots send 19 to CIF prelims

Upland High School will be well 
represented in the California Interscholastic 
Federation (CIF) 3A track prelims Saturday 
at Valencia High School in Placentia. 

Coach Bob Loney’s Upland squad 
qualified 11 boys in seven events, while rival 
Alta Loma advanced two in a pair of events 
in last week’s Baseline League finals on the 
Highlanders’ track. 

On the girls’ side of the ledger, both 
schools qualified eight squad members, 
Upland in six events and Alta Loma in eight. 

Miler Ken Fetters, pole vaulter Mike 
Smith and the Highlander mile relay team 
lead Upland boys into the action, which 
begins at noon. All three were league 
champions. 

Fetters, the slender senior, captured his 
third mile crown in 4:32.5. He also took the 
two-mile title in 10:05.1 but said he would 
not run the race at CIF. 

Smith and John Kufta of the Highlanders 
finished 1-2 in the pole vault, soaring 14-1 
and 13-0, respectively. 

Thomas Allums, Lance Hollis, Cory 
McCroskey and Cliff Gill come off a swift 
3:27.8 clocking that gave Upland mile relay 
honors. 

Allums and Hollis join Tony Brown and 
Nick Skvarna as third-place qualifiers in the 
440 relay (45.2). 

Remaining Upland boys slated for CIF 
competition. are Scott Maddux, second in 
the shot put at 50-5, and Larry Jackson, third 
in the long jump at 21-10%. 


Scott heads toughest mile 


field to date in Pepsi meet 


One of the finest invitational mile fields 
ever assembled on American soil will be 
competing in the Pepsi Invitational Sunday 
at UCLA’s Drake Stadium in Westwood. 

The Pepsi is the most important meet 
leading up to the Final Olympic Trials in 
June. Action starts at 11:45 a.m. 

In addition to the mile, the Pepsi meet 
will also feature some of the biggest names 
in American track and field. Carl Lewis, Mary 
Decker and Edwin Moses are among of the 
top names scheduled to compete. 

The mile, always a hallmark event at the 
Pepsi, is better this year than ever before. 


Potential Olympic gold medalist Steve Scott, 


the American record holder and second 
fastest all-time, heads the entries. Scott will 
face the third, fourth and fifth fastest milers 
in U.S. history, Todd Harbour (3:50.34), Jim 
Spivey (3:50.59) and Tom Byers (3:50.84). 

The field is further bolstered by the 
world’s number two 800 meter man of 1983, 
Joaquim Cruz of Brazil, and the nation’s 
number one ranked high school miler from 
1983, Mike Stahr, now a freshman at Arizona 
State. 

Scott, who prepped at Upland High 
School under Bob Loney, has been the top- 
ranked miler in the U.S. seven years in a row 
and has been rated second in the world the 


past two seasons. He is a four-time TAC 
national champion, the 1980 final Olympic 
Trials winner and the 1978 NCAA champion. 

Besides holding the American record in 
the mile, Scott also holds the record at 1500 
and 2000 meters. He was second in the 
World Athletics Championship 1500 meters 
last summer in Helsinki, Finland. 

Harbour, the collegiate record holder in 
the mile, recently surprised a world class 
5000 meter field at the Mt. SAC Relays 
winning in 13:30.57, the fastest time in the 
world this year. Three times Harbour was a 
runner-up in the NCAA 1500 meters, and in 
1979 he was second in the Pan American 
Games. 

Cruz won the bronze medal in the World 
Championships last summer in the 800 and 
he was ranked second worldwide. In 1981 he 
equalled Jim Ryun’s world junior record at 
1:44.3 and last year he ran a best of 1:44.04. 
A sophomore at Oregon, Cruz has already 
this season set a collegiate dual meet 
record of 3:37.72 for 1500 meters. 

Lewis, a triple world champion, will 
compete in the long jump against a superb 
field which includes Ontario’s Larry Myricks, 
history’s third farthest leaper. 


Decker will attempt to regain her world

Bryan was also third in the discus, 
but his mark of 142-6 failed to meet the 
minimum standard of 155-0.

She qualified first in beth 
the long (16-11%) and triple jumps (35-2 2) 
and also anchored the mile relay team to 
victory in 1:17.0.

got to taste good and come out of the 
pan. You’d be surprised at how many 
people leave lumps in the batter or 
cook the cake too long. A lot don’t 
know how to get it out of the pan,” 
she said. 

Even if a cake tastes rotten, making 
it look good will make it taste better, 
she said. “Once | ran over a cake (with 
a car on her way to a cake decorating 
Class). | iced it and sold it at a garage 
sale for $5.” 

She said the keys to making a 
professional-looking cake are putting 
it on a board with a doily, controlling 
pressure when icing the cake, the 
consistency of the icing and the angle 
of the frosting bag when decorating. 

Students in Davidson’s classes 
can't seem to eat their cakes fast 
enough. ‘“‘They take cakes to 
preschools or schools, or have hubby 
take it to work ... it'can be given away 
pretty easily,” she said. 

Cathy Peters, who lives in Alta 
Loma, is in an advanced cake 
decorating class. She started her cake 
decorating career with cakes for her 
children and their schools. 

“I’ve done cakes for wedding 
showers and baby showers for 
relatives,” Peters said. Being able to 


share her cake decorating talents 
“makes me feel good.” 

For Donna Krupp, cake decorating 
was a canvas for her creative 
aspirations. “I have a minimum 
amount of talent and | want to stretch 


it to the maximum ... it(cake 
decorating) takes patience but it’s not 


that hard.” 

Davidson said some students have 
been able to lend their talents to 
friends at work. Co-workers are able to 
save money on cakes for the frequent 
office parties by paying a friend for 
making the cake. It costs less for 
materials and having a friend decorate 
acake than buying a ready-made 
version in a bakery. 

Other students have found careers 
with their decorating skills. Two are 
decorating cakes in ice cream 
bakeries, another is considering going 
into the bakery business. “One of my 
students took the class to make her 
own wedding cake,” she said.
